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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a response to the Applicant's amendment submitted on Aug 02, 2005. In the 
virtue of this amendment, claims 1-16, 23-43, 47-61 and 66-71 are cancelled; and thus, claims 
17-22, 44-46 and 62-65 are now remained active in the instant appUcation. 

Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drav^ngs must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "identifier" in claims 17, 20-21, 
44, 46, 62, 64-65, the "specific element, specific antenna" in claim 62 and "intermediary 
communication device" in claims 19, 45, 63 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the appUcation. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is bemg amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed fi'om the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1. 121(d), If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the apphcant will 
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be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 62 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 62 line 4 and 5, the term "a specific element and a specific antenna" lacks proper 
antecedent in that it renders the claim language vague and indefinite. As is presented, the 
elements required in making up the referenced components are unknown. 

The claim language of claim 62 also lacks positive steps so as to render implementing the 
method sought possible. As is, the claim merely describes a series of operating procedures which 
may or may not involve any positive steps. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
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do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

5. Claims 17-22, 44-46 and 62-65 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Crilly, Jr. et al. (USP. 6,611,231). 

Regarding claims 17, 44 and 62, Crilly, Jr. et al disclose a method of communicating over 
a wireless network with a packet comprising the steps of inspecting a packet to determine an 
identifier (1 12) that is included m a routing field (120) in the packet (Col. 9, Line 34-39); and 
transmitting the packet using an antenna among a plurality of antennas that is identified by the 
identifier (Abstract). 

Regarding claims 18, Crilly, Jr. et al disclose that the antenna is a directional antenna 
element (Col. 1, Line 49) and the plurality of antenna elements is a multiplebeam antenna 
(Abstract). 

Regarding claims 19, 45 and 63, Crilly, Jr. et al disclose that the routing information 
(120) identify at least one intermediary communication device between a source of the packet 
and a final destination of the packet (Col. 9, Line 3 1). 

Regarding claims 20-21, 46, 64-65, Crilly, Jr. et al disclose that the identifier (1 12) 
identifies the antenna that receives and transmits the packet (Col. 9, Line 55). 

Citation of relevant prior art 

Crilly, Jr. et al (USP. 20030020651) disclose wireless packet switched communication 

system. 
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Prior art Martek (USP. 6, 188,373) disclose system and method for per beam elevation 
scanning.
